ON  THE  YEAR  1937. 


To  the  Chairman  aud  Members  of  the  Barnsley  Rural  District 
Council : 

Gentlemen, 

This  is  the  Health  Report  of  the  final  year  of  existence  of 
your  Council. 

I am  glad  that  during  that  year  greater  energy  and 
attention  was  given  by  you  to  remedy  of  unsatisfactory  housing 
conditions  and  the  prosecution  of  conversion  schemes. 

The  Council  can  feel  assured  that,  even  in  its  “ dying  ” 
year,  vigorous  action  was  taken  and  some  good  work  accom- 
plished. 

I append  a few  historical  notes  : 

The  Barnsley  Rural  District  came  jinto  existence  in  the  year 
1895.  It  was  formed  out  of  the  Old  Barnsley  Sanitary  Union 
which  included  such  places  as  Wombwell,  Ardsley,  Monk 
Bretton,  Cudworth,  Royston  and  Hoyland  Nether.  With  the 
developemcnt  of  the  Coal  Mining  Industry  in  South  Yorkshire, 
agricultural  Parishes  became  urbanised  and  one  by  one  they 
left  the  parent  Authority  until  there  remained  only  the 
Parishes  of  Billingley,  Carlton,  Notton,  Stainborough  and 
Woolley. 

Wombwell,  Cudworth,  Darfield,  Royston  and  Hoyland  Nether 
are  now  each  large  Urban  Districts.  Ardsley  ;and  Monk  Bretton 
was  also  created  an  Urban  District,  but  in  the  year  1921  was 
incorporated  in  the  County  Borough  of  Barnsley. 

The  Barnsley  Rural  District  went  out  of  existence  on 
March  31st,  1938,  the  remaining  Parishes  being  added  to  other 
Districts  as  follows  : — 

The  Parish  of  Billingley  is  added  to  the  Rural  District 
of  Hemsworth — the  larger  part  of  the  Parish  of  Carlton 
is  added  to  the  County  Borough  of  Barnsley  and  the 
remainder  of  the  Parish  is  added  to  the  Urban  District 
of  Royston — the  major  portion  of  the  Parish  of  Notton 
is  added  to  the  Rural  District  of  Wakefield  and 
the  remainder  of  the  Parish  is  added  to  the  Urban 
District  of  Darton.  The  Parish  of  Stainborough  is  added 
to  the  Rural  District  of  Penistone  and  the  Parish  of 
Woolley  is  added  to  the  Rural  District  of  Wakefield. 
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It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Ardsley,  Monk  Bretton  and 
Carlton  now  form, . in  area,  the  major  portion  of  the  County 
Borough  of  Barnsley. 

I should  like  to  record  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  work 
of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  W.  Senior),  whose  through- 
ness in  the  performance  of  his  duties  was  most  commendable. 

I thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen,  for  the  con- 
sideration you  have  shown  to  me  during  the  year  of  my  office.

Hospitals. 

The  Hospitals  for  Fever  cases  and  Smallpox  cases  available 
for  the  Barnsley  Rural  District  are  : — 

(1)  The  Kendray  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  ; and 

(2)  The  Lundwood  Smallpox  Hospital. 

To  the  lupkeep  of  these  Hospitals  the  Barnsley  Rural 
District  Council  contribute  and  also  pay  for  the  nursing  in 
them  of  any  cases  of  Infections  Disease  or  Smallpox  arising 
in  the  area. 

The  Kendray  Hospital  is  able  to  accommodate  Scarlet 
Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Puerperal  Fever  and  Cerebro- 
spinal Meningitis.  It  is  situated  on  a hillside  in  the 
Ardsley  district  of  the  County  Borough  of  Barnsley. 

The  Lundwood  Smallpox  Hospital  is  situated  on  a isolated 
site  on  the  left  bank  of  the  River  Dearne  in  what  is  now  the 
Monk  Bretton  District  of  the  County  Borough  of  Barnsley.  It 
has  two  pavilions  and  has  ample  accommodation  for  the  needs 
of  the  Barnsley  Rural  District. 

The  County  Council  Sanatoriums  are  available  for  suitable 
cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

Maternity  cases  have  been  treated  at  the  Municipal 
Maternity  Home,  Pindar  Oaks,  Barnsley,  by  arrangement  with 
the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

The  Beckett  Hospital,  Barnsley,  supported  by  voluntary 
contributions,  is  available  for  accidents,  serious  medical  cases, 
and  for  children,  and  for  the  surgical  treatment  of  the  difficulties 
of  pregnancy  and  what  is  technically  known  as  diseases  of 
women. 

During  1929  the  Hospital  was  enlarged  and  a new  Out- 
patients’ Department  provided,  and  this  now  provides  accom- 
modation for  the  residents  of  the  Barnsley  Rural  District. 
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The  Barnsley  County  Borough  keep  a motor  ambulance 
at  the  Kendray  Fever  Hospital, which  takes  all  our  infectious 
diseases  cases  to  the  hospital,  the  charges  of  such  conveyance 
being  paid  by  you. 

For  accident  cases  all  the  pits  have  ambulances,  and  there 
is  a motor  ambulance  in  charge  of  the  County  Borough  Police 
available  (on  payment  of  cost  of  transport)  at  Barnsley  for  non- 
infectious  cases  requiring  removal  to  the  Beckett  Hospital. 

In  your  scattered  district  there  are  no  Maternity  or  Child 
Welfare  Centres,  no  Day  Nurseries,  no  School  Clinics,  but  the 
County  Council  Tuberculosis  Dispensary,  Church  Street, 
Barnsley,  and  the  Barnsley  County  Borough  Venereal  Diseases 
Clinic,  Queens’  Road,  Barnsley,  are  within  an  easy  motor  bus 
journey  of  the  Barnsley  Rural  district. 


Nursing  Arrangements. 


(a)  General. 

At  Carlton  and  Woolley,  District  Nurses  are  paid  by 
private  Associations,  supported  by  voluntary  contributions. 
Elsewhere,  what  professional  nursing  there  is,  is  provided  by 
the  County  Council. 

At  Stainborough  also,  arrangements  have  been  made 
whereby  the  part-time  services  of  a trained  nurse  are  available. 

(b)  For  Measles,  when  epidemic,  the  County  Council  has 
in  the  past  sent  Nurses  to  help. 

The  Midwives  are  supervised  by  the  County  Council,  and 
especially  trained  Midwives,  with  districts  arranged  by  the 
County  Council,  when  engaged,  give  pre-natal  advice  to  their 
patients. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  made, 
when  required,  at  the  County  Council  Laboratory  at  Wakefield. 

In  case  of  sudden  outbreaks  of  Diphtheria  the  Barnsley 
Rural  District  Council  have  agreed  to  replace  the  antitoxin 
administered  to  patients  by  the  Medical  Attendant,  and  a supply 
is  obtainable  at  one  of  the  Barnsley  Chemists. 
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The  following  Table  2 gives  the  infectious  diseases  notified 
and  removal  of  cases  to  Hospital  during  the  year,  1937  : —

EMPTYING  OF  CESSPOOLS. 

In  the  Parishes  of  Notton  and  Woolley  a large  number  of 
houses  h ave  been  erected  where  there  is  no  sewer  or  sewage 
disposal  works.  These  houses  are  fitted  with  water  - closets, 
bathsj,  etc.,  and  are  drained  into  cesspools.  The  emptying  of 
the  cesspools  has  created  a problem,  for  some  of  the  cesspools 
were  becoming  a nuisance,  there  being  at  the  time  no  facilities 
for  emptying  them.  In  order  to  overcome  the  difficulty, 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  a neighbouring  authority, 
Wakefield  R.  D.  C.,  whereby  they  empty  the  cesspools  by 
means  of  a modern  cesspool  emptier,  and  the  cost  of  the 
emptying  is  bourne  by  the  Barnsley  R.  D.  C. 

In  this  manner  a very  difficult  problem  has  been  satisfac- 
torily solved.
